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Applicant argues that the upper edge of plug 24 mates with the bonnet 14, to 
seal against fluid pressure acting on the top of the plug. There is no factual or 
evidentiary support for this position. There is disclosure of the plug and bonnet being 
machined and/or polished, which is what would be needed to achieve such a metal to 
metal seal. Instead, Erickson et al discloses that the plug contacts the seal 42 to close 
off fluid flow, and is chamfered to prevent damage to the O-ring seal. The drawings 
show the seal 42 bearing on the outer cylindrical wall of the plug, which inherently 
provides for equal pressure on each end of the plug. One can reasonably conclude that 
the fluid pressure will act on the upper edge of the plug, given the structure shown in the 
drawings.
